This is opposed to some popular sayings ; for in- 
stance, that “ every sermon should contain enough of 
the gospel to teach a sinner the way of salvation.” 
But the very men who repeat this maxim, themselves 
violate it. In truth, itis impossible to be kept. A 
pastor is to “ feed the flock of God,” and must diversify 
his teachings according to the exigencies of his charge, 
as from time to time his vigilant eye detects them. 

Among the benefits of expository preaching it is by 
no means the least that it ensures completeness of in- 
struction on points that are seldom attempted in formal 
discourses. An exposition of one of the epistles, for 
example, that should give due attention to the minor 
graces inculcated, and the lesser prohibitions uttered 
by the apostle, would bring many things to ‘remem- 
rance which are too apt to be forgotten. And if done 
in the true apostolical spirit, there would be small risk 
of cultivating a “legal” temper, of severing faith and 
works, or of impairing the force of evangelical truth.

OLD NAUMKEAG. 

Messrs. Eprrors,—In that noble enterprise, just- 
ly styled by Foster, * the glory of the age,” old Na- 
umkeag holds an honorable historic place. Here 
lived and labored the first Foreign Secretary of the 
American Board of Commissioners for Foreign Mis- 
sions—the Rev. Dr. Worcester, than whom no man 
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melodious magic of his voice, as by his divine unction. 
At length, having become a non-conformist, he was 


ejected from his pulpit. The people, however, stood 
by him, and raised his support by voluwtary contri- 
butions ; while the other ministers of the town, al- 
though conformists, gave him, so long as it was safe 
to do so, the free use of their own pulpits. The 
blessing of God continued to rest most signally on 
his labors. Lucrative offers, of various kinds, were 
made him, but his conscientious non-conformity in- 
duced him to decline them all. No man, however, 
could have been more laborious in the promotion, in 
every way, public and private, of truth, piety, pure 
morals, and sound learning. 

But when, at length, Laud came into power, and 
“ breathing out threatening and slaughter, made hav- 
oc” of the non-conformists, Higginson was informed 
against. While in daily expectation of being dragged 
before the High Commission Court, the powerful 
company just formed for the planting of the Massa- 
chusetts Colony invited him to accompany the expe- 
dition. As he left the scenes of his labers for Lon- 
don, the streets were crowded, as he passed along, 
with people of every rank, bidding him farewell. 
Three ships, and a month later two more, sailed for 
New England, freighted with the holy seed-corn. 

When about losing sight of their native, but. still 
loved land, Higginson took his children and others 
to the stern of the ship, to take their last look of Eng- 
land, when he uttered these words: “© We will not

Every other Western State has had greater facili- 
ties for being traversed by emigration than Indiana. 
Ohio, Illinois, and Michigan could be approached up- 
on the north by the Lakes, and on the south and cen- 
tre by other great thoroughfares. But Indiana can 
only be entered on the south by the Ohio river, since 
our United States government discontinued the na- 
tional road before it reached Indiana. As during that 
season When emigration flows westward most rapidly, 
this State, because of the depth and extent of our al- 
luvial soil, like Gill’s Commentary, “is a continent 
of mud,” thousands of emigrants have passed by us to 
points farther westward, 

But vastly important and happy changes are now 
rapidly going on in this State. Her vast resources 
are being developed and her importance felt as never 
before. Her average length is 275 miles, and her av- 
erage breadth 152,-—-making 42,000 square miles. 
From the late census her population is ascertained to 
be at least 1,000,000. Her taxable property, return- 
ed for 1850, is $137,443,565, being an increase over 
the last year, of$4,014,504. The number of polls re- 
turned for 1850, is 150,000,—being an increase over 
last year of 6,226. 

Qur Wabash and Erie Canal, more than 200 miles 
of which are now in operation, when completed—and 
the work is rapidly hastening to a termination, there

Our iron ore is also inexhaustible. Several of our 
principal railroads will pass directly through these 
immense regions, and render thei treasures accessible 
to all parts of our State. The amountof wheat, corn, 
beef and pork produced are immense. Fruit these 
facts it will be readily seen that Indiana has every fa- 
cility for becoming both a great manufacturing and 
agricultural State. 

The Baptists, Methodists, Old and New School 
Presbyterians, the Roman Catholics, and the State, 
have each a college in Indiana. The average number 
of students in each of these colleges, including the 
different departments, varies from 170 to 280 annual- 
ly, making probably in all not far from 1500. All 
these institutions, except the State University, are 
supported by the enterprise of the denominations who 
have them in charge. Some of them are well en- 
dowed, and others are securing rich endowments. 

We have a common school fund, which amounts to 
$2,003,288, the interest alone of which can be used. 
Our common school system is now undergoing a 
thorough revision, and we hope soon to see it efficient.

‘These were John Hartley, 
horn at Newport Pagnell, who afterwards became a 
Bishop; John Bradford, the martyr; Grindall, after- 
wards Archbishop of Canterbury; Perne, Bill, and 
the distinguished John Knox. All these porns in 
this county, and ever since it has p 10d to raise 
up a succession of faithful men who have declared the 
truth in this town. In 1648, the Rev. Mr. Gibbs, a 
very devout and learned man, was elected vicar of the 
parish, but was ejected from the church twelve years 
atter, fur conscientiously refusing to allow of promis- 
cnous communion at the Lord’s Table. He retired, 
with many of his flock, and continued his faithful la- 
bors among them until the end of his days, except 
when interrupted by persecution or imprisonment. 
Mr. Gibbs died on the 16th of June, 1699, and was 
succeeded by the Rev. Thomas Tingey; John Hunt, 
i709; Wm. Hunt, 1725; Humphrey Gainsborough, 
in43; Afleck, 1747;.David Fordice, M. A., and 
James Belsham, 1749.

LUTHERANS IN THIS COUNTRY. 
Somer paper having stated that most of the fifteen 
or sixteen hundred Lutheran churches in this country 
are rationalistic, Rev. Dr. Schmucker, of the Gettys- 
burg Theological Seminary, has, in the New York 
Observer, formally contradicted this statement. Dr, 
S. says: 
Being very extensively acquainted with the char- 
acter of our ministers and Synod, I can positively af 
firm, that in all the Synods connected with the Gene- 
ral Synod, by tar the most prominent and active part 
of our church, and numbering 872 ministers and 805 
churches, there is not a single minister known to be 
nevlogical. The same is true of the Synod of Penn- 
sylvania, lying east of the Susquehanna, which alone 
contains 69 ministers and 220 sistas A neoloyian 
would not be tolerated in any one of all these Svnoda. 
The same, I suppose, is true of all the other Lutheran 
Synods lying west of the Alleghanies, though my per - 
sonal acquaintance with them is not so extensive. So 
far as I know, there is not a single avowed neologian 
in any one of them. ° 
Are there then no o ical preachers in this 
ewntry. calling themselves Lutherans? There cer 
tainly are, but they have in every case refused to ap- 
ply to any regular Synod fer admission, or have been 
rejected. They are all independent, and if they have 
charge of churches, these also are in connection with 
no Lutheran Synod. Such neological churches are 
made up exclusively of foreigners; and are found, in 
the East entirely, and in the West chiefly, in our large 
cities, as Baltimore, Philadelphia, New York, Cinein- 
nati, &. Their exact number I do not know, vet I 
suppose it does not exceed half a dozen east of the 
Alleghanies, and a dozen, or at most two dozen, in the 
Mississippi Valley. Of about 760 ministers, connect- 
ed with Lutheran Synods, I know of not one who is 
not known to be fundamentally orthodox, that is, who 
does net hold the great doctrines of the Reformation, 
such as the Trinity, divinity of Christ, depravity of 
man, the necessity of the Holy Spirit’s influences in 
the work of regeneration, justification by faith in 
Christ, &e. 


CLOSING SCENES IN THE LIFE OF DR. JUDSON, 
Tue Magazine and Macedonian, have an account 
of the closing scenes in the life of Dr. Judson, prepared 
by Mrs. Emily C. Judson from her own materials and 
these furnished by Mr. Ranney, and addressed to Dr. 
aster. 


Juarlson’s * There was something,” says Mrs. 


J., * exceedingly beautiful in the decline of your 
brother's life—-more beautiful than I can desernbe, 
though the impression will remain with me as a sacred 
legacy, until I goto meet him where suns shal! never 
set, and life shall never end. He had been, from my 
first acquaintance with him, an uncommonly spiritual 
Christian, exhibiting his richest graces in the unguarded 
intercourse of private lite ; but during his last vear, it 
seemed as though the light of the world on which he 
was enteringghad been sent to brighten his upward 
pathway. Every subject on which we conversed, 
every Book we read, every incident that occurred, 
whether trivial or important, had a tendency to sug- 
gest some peculiarly spiritual train of thought, till it 
seemed to me more than ever before * that Christ 
was all his theme.” Something of the same nature was 
also noted in his preaching, to which I then had not 
the privilege of listening. He was in the habit. how - 
ever, of studying his subject for the Sabbath, audibly, 
and in my presence, at which time he was frequently 
so much affected as to weep, and sometimes so over- 
whelmed with the vastness of his conceptions, as to be 
obliged to abandon his theme and choose another.” 
We pass over the account given of the incipiency 
of Dr. J.’s last illness, the inethods adopted tor his re- 
covery, the alternation of hope and fear among his 
friends, and come to the penod of his embarkation 
his convalescence. Here is Mrs. J.’s description of 
the strugglings of his mind on that occasion : 

» Oh, if it were only the will of God to take me 
now—to let me die here ™ he repeated over and over 
ayain, ina tone of anguish, while we were consider- 
ing the subject. “ Leannot, cannot go !—this is al- 
most more than Lean bear! was there ever suffering 
like our suffering!” and the like broken expressions, 
were continually falling trom his lips. But he soon 
gathered more strength of purpose ; and after the de- 
cision was fairly made, he never hesitated for a mo- 
ment, rather regarding the prospect with pleasure. 

I think the struggle which this resolution cost, injured 
him very materially; though probably it had no share 
in bringing about the final result. God, who saw the 
end from the beginning, had counted out bis days, and 
they were hastening toa close. Until this time he 
had been able to stand, and to walk slowly from room to 
room ; but as he one evening attempted toarise from his * 
chair, he was suddenly deprived of his small remnant 


of muscular strength, and would have tallen to the 
floor, but for tinely support. 
From that moment his decline was rapid. As he 


lay helplessly upon his couch, and watched the swell- 

ing of his feet, and other alarming symptoms, he be- 

came very anxious to commence his voyage, and I 

felt equally anxious to have his wishes gratified. I 

still hoped he might recover—the doctor said the 

chances of lite and death were in his opinion equally 

balanced—and then he always loved the sea so dear- 

lv! There was something exhilarating to him in the 
motion of a vessel, and he spoke with animation of get- 
ting tree from the almost suffocating atmosphere inci- 
dent to the hot season, and drinking in the fresh sea 

breezes. He talked but little more, however, than was 

necessary to indicate his wants, his bodily sufferings 

being too great to allow of conversation ; but several 

times he looked up to me with a bright smile, and ex- 

claimed. as heretofore, * Oh the love of Christ! the 

love ot Christ!” 

The remaining narrative is too instinct with thrill- 
ing interest and tenderness to admit of abridgment : 

It was late in the night, and [had been perform- 

ing some little sick-room offices, when suddenly he 

looked up to me, and exciaimed, “ This will never 

do! You are killing vourself for me, and I will not 

wrmit it. You must have somewhat to relieve you. 

f I had not been made so selfish by suffering, I 

should have insisted upon it long ago.” 

He spoke so like himself—with the earnestness ot 
health, and in a tone to which my ear had of late been 
a stranger, that for a moment I felt almost bewildered 
with sudden hope. He received my reply to what he 
had said, witha halfpitying, halt-gratified smile, but 
in the meantime his expression had changed—the 
marks of excessive debility were again apparent, and 
L could not forbear adding, “ It is only a litde while 
you know.” 

" * Only a little while,” he repeated mournfully ; 
“ this separation is a bitter thing, but it does not dis- 
tress me now as it did—I am too weak.” “ You have 
no reason to be distressed,” I answered, “ with such 
glorious prospects before you. You have often told 
me itis the one left alone whe suffers, not the one 
who goes to be with Christ.” He gave me a rapid, 
questioning glance ; then assumed for several mo- 
ments an attitude of deep thought. Finally, he slowly 
unclosed his eyes, and fixing them on me, said ina 
calm, earnest tone,“ Ido not believe I am guing to 
die. I think I know why this illness has been sent 
upon me—I needed it—I feel that it has done me 
good——and it is my on that I shall now recov- 
er, and be a better and more useful man.” 

« Then itis your wish to recover?“ I inquired. 
« If it should be the will of God, ves. I should like 
to complete the dictionary, on which I have bestowed 
«> much labor, now that it is so nearly dene; for 
though it has not been a work that pleased my taste, 
or quite satisfied my feelings, I have never underra- 
ted its ymportance. Then after that come all the 
plans that we have formed. Oh, [ feel as though only 
just beginning to be prepared for usefulness.” 

“ [tis the opinion ot most of the mission,” I re- 
marked, “that you will not recover.” * I know it is,” 
he replied ; “ and T suppose they think mean old man, 
and imagine it is nothing for like me to 
resign a life so full of trials. 
—at least in that sense~you know Iam not. Oh! po 
man ever left this world, with more inviting prospects, 
with brighter hopes or warmer feelings—warner 
feelings”—-he repeated, and burstintotears. THis face 
was perfectly placid, even while the tears broke away 
from the closed lids, and rolled, one after another, 
down to the pillow. There was no trace of agitation 
or pain in his manner of weeping, but it was evident- 
ly the result of acute sensibilities, combined with 
physical weakness. To some suggestions which I ven- 
tured to make, he replied, “ It is not that—I know all 
that, and feel it in my inmost heart. Lying here on 
my bed, when | not talk, I have had such views 
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of the loving condescension of @hrist and the — 
of heaven, as 1 believe are seldom ranted to morta 
man. Itis not because I shrink from death, that l 
wish to live, neither is it because the ties that bind me

The police of New York costs half 
a million every year, and that of this city nearly one 
quarter as much. When a funetionary at the head 
of the Police is obliged to urge, as our City Marshal 
does in his recawt report, that the unfortunate poor 
whe are growing up must be taken care of, or they 
will become thieves, robbers, and prostitutes, it may 
be inferred that the city of Boston is in any thing 
but a hopeful way. Preventive legislation has not 
yet become fashionable. 

Lut there are young men in our cities who are 
neither uufortunate nor poor. They come from the 
country, leaving parents, brethen, relatives, friends 
behind them. From the gentlest and healthiest in- 
fluences they are withdrawn, to be subjected to the most 
exciting and dangerous. For a While, the home-sick- 
ness makes their hearts heavy. That wears away, 
and they venture forth almost alone. They are now 
uncontaminated, unsuspecting, confided in. Business 
isto them a delight. That over, they eagerly take 
the pen, and write affectionately home. ‘That letter 
causes a thrill of joy in every heart that beats around 
the oki hearth-stone. It is answered. ‘The mother 
blesses her son, and reminds him of the prayer he 
used to repeat, and the Book he used to read. The 
father blesses his son, and pives him sage counsel for 
his future guidance. The brother and sister bless 
their brother and assure him of their happiness in 
his. All these home-remembrances add to the new 
oys of the absent one among strangers, He reads and 
weeps with ecstacy, and is impatient for a leisure hour 
to return affection fur love. So long as this pleasant 
relation is sustained, the young man is comparatively
